them, put in m anure and soil, and set 
out at least three hundred foxglove 
plants six inches apart.

beds into their perm anent position as 
a screen between the south kitchen 
windows and the sundial lawn, and as 
a border on the west side of the same 
lawn.

cus, Empress narcissus, German iris, 
Japanese iris and D arw in tulips. 
We 
ordered the iris and tulips in named 
varieties.

Shirataki, 
Memo- 
' chiguma! 
The tulips are n’ce, too. 


j Here is Ariadne and K ate Greenaway 
hobnobbing with Professor Rauwen- 
hoff! 
W hat’s the use of having plants 
that aren’t named? 
We m ust show 
them as much respect as Antony and 
Cleopatra, or Epictetus and Luella!” 
We also experimented with lilies— 
lemcn lilits for the shady north side 
cf the house, tigers for the border be­ 
yond the pool, ar.d two or three of the 
expensive Myriophyllums, ju st tc show 
that we, too, could go in for fhe exotic, 
like cur neighbors on the big estates. 
When the bulbs came, in October, 
we looked a t the boxes sadly. 
“Whew!” said Stella, “you can’t be 
lazy and have a garden, can you?” 
“I don’t work tomorrow, I guess,” 
said I.

On each side of the bench we placed 
a bulb of our precious Myriophyllums. 
and put the tigers into the borders 
close to the shrubbery on both sides. 
The hyacinths went into the sundial 
beds, the D arw ins into the beds at the 
base of the rose aqueduct, a few cro­ 
cuses into the sundial lawn, and the 
daffodils here and there all over the 
place, where the fancy struck us and 
the ground invited.

I was the only person in Bent- 
ford who had cultivated raspberries 
for sale, for instance, and the fact 
that I could deliver them absolutely 
fresh to the hotels was appreciated in 
delicate a fruit. 
Stella and Peter 
were the pickers. 
I also supplied the 
Inns with peas, cauliflowers and tom a­ 
toes. Thus the farm was nctualiy pay­ 
ing me in cash or saving at least a 
thousand dollars a year—indeed, much 
more, since we had no fruit nor vege­ 
table bills the year through, Mrs. Piliig 
being an artist in preserving what 
would not keep in the cellar.

Rut with the great item of rent elimi­ 
nated, and ryy farm help paying for 
itself, it was astonishing to me to con­ 
template w hat a beautiful, comfort­ 
able home we were able to afford on 
an income which in New York would 
coop us in an upper West side apart­ 
ment. 
We had thirty acres of beauti­ 
ful land, we had a brook, a pine grove, 
an orchard, a not too formal garden,

slowly assembling mahogany furniture 
which fitted it.

Veils Being Discarded or Modified, 


and Theaters Will Soon See 


Native Actresses Is Belief. 


Constantinople.—Since the allies aban­ 
doned the Dardanelles attack Constan­ 
tinople has become normal and is now 
as far removed from the theater of 
w ar as any big city in neutral eoun 
tries. 
The cafes and motion picture 
houses are well attended, and the thea­ 
ters are crowded. 
Recently there was 
a big first night in the Petit Champs, 
the occasion being the performance of 
a French comedy. 
The actors were 
Turks, but the actresses were all A r­ 
menians, as Turkish women are not 
yet permitted to appear on the stage, 
but the general opinion is expressed by 
all thinking Turks th a t before long 
their women will make their first ap­ 
pearance as actresses. 
The emancipation of women in Tur 
key 
lias made remarkable progress 
since the beginning of the war. In tlm 
best society in Constantinople the wo­ 
men no longer wear their veils when 
receiving their guests. 
Though veils 
continue to be worn by the Turkish 
women in the street, still the fashion 
has m ade them so flimsy and transpar­ 
ent that they might just as well be dis­ 
pensed with. 
Consequently all the fascination and 
m ystery that heretofore has surround­ 
ed the harem has suddenly disappeared. 
There is no longer any such thing, and 
in its place there is simply the usual 
family life. The Turkish woman is as 
much a housewife as her European sis­ 
ter, and in this w ar her resources have 
been taxed to tlie utmost. 
Despite the 
fact th a t the rich agricultural country 
of Anatolia is not far distant, the prices 
of all necessaries of life have increased 
enormously. 
Turkey has aw akened from its long 
lethargy, and the w a r has brought a 
new life in the empire. 
Progress is 
now the keynote, and the indications 
are th at within a few years Constanti­ 
nople will be one of the most advanced 
cities in the world.

Therefore Mr. P ratt recommends that 
the fair sex, as are children under six­ 
teen years of age, be exempt from the 
provisions of his bill to compel fisher 
men to take out an annual license cost­ 
ing $1.10. 
“It is not desired,” he adds, “to put 
any burden upon these young fisher­ 
men.”
